Pilot  vas  flying  at  20,000*,  when  an  object  came  into  view. 
The  object  v/as  dose ri bod  by  the  pilot  as  a red  fire  ball  with 
a blue  - green  tail.  At  first  appeared  to  be  the  size  of 
a pin  point  and  grew  to  be  .about  half  the  size  of  the  moon. 
Pilot  stated  object  was  in  view  for  2 -3  seconds  and  appeared 
to  burn  out  at  an  altitude  of  10,000*. 
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
